(1.) Country-Man. Have heard it faid, 
Mafter, That you have 
‘ Purfu’d this Subject 
of Government Sufticiently. That you have 
Deduc’d it from the Beginning: And Prov’d 
jt Un-deniably both from Scripture, Reafon, 
and the Standifig Laws of England. That all 
now faid againft you is poor Cavil, which 
any body can Aniwer, And therefore that 
it is no longer worth your while. 

Rebearfal. When a Doétrin is laid down 
and fully Prov’d, Men of Senfe fee through 
it, and all its Confequences. But ther are 
others who may be Confounded with an Ar- 
gument, fo that they Cannot An/wer it; yet 
are not Convinc’d. but have Doubts and Ob- 
jettions, which they may think fway as much 
on the other fide. On thefe therefore will 
they Hang, till they are Anfwerd. And 
therefore it is fit and neceflary to Anfwer 
them. And when they are An/wer'd to Sa- 
tisfa@tion, the Doétrin appears the Clearer, 
and fuch Converts become Sincere. And more 
of our Enemies are Slain (that is, more Whicgs 
Converted) in this Parfait of Anfwering their 
Objections, than in the Battle of Fighting out 


_ the Argument. 


And my Defign being not to Confound 
but to Convince, Men of Greater Senfe will 
have Patience with me, while they fee me 
Perfecting my: Cure, and Adapting my 74- 
dicins to the Conftitution. of the Patient.

But then he goes to 
the Reafon of the thing, and fays, ss there 
no FUDGE among PRINCES ? Anong 
CHRISTIAN PRINCES, the LAWS of GOD 
and the COUNTRY are JUDGES; Among 
HEATHEN PRINCES, the LAW of NA- 
TURE; And themfelves are JUDGES of one 
anothers Attions- Elfe the CONFEDERACY 
is Founded on a wrong BASIS. 

Rehear{. As to his firft,of Q. Elicabeth taking 
Poffoffion of Vsrginia, it is out of our Subjet, | 
take not upon me to be Fudge among Prin- 
ces. If they do Jnjuftice to one another, God 
is the Fudge. And He will Reward them. 
But this is flying from the Queftion, which 
Was only concerning Right among Subjeéts. 

And as to his faying, That the Law of 
God or of the Country, or the Law of Nature 
are the Judges, | have Anfwer’d that fully 
in my Laft, wherein I fhew’d, That Law was 
not a Fudge, but only a Rule, by which 
Fudgesought to go. And if they Tranfgre/s 
againft the Law, we may Appeal to an High. 
er Judge, and fo on till we come to the 
Higheft, where we mult Acquiefce. But that 
ther is no Appeal to the Law in any Cale. 

And as to his faying, That Princes 
themfelves are Sudges of one anothers 
Abtions; How are they Judges? Do’s one 
Prince pretend to Summon another Prince 
before him, to give an Account of his 
Attions, and to pafs Sentence upon him ?

made. Which fhews, That ther is no 
Fudge among Princes. And in theit Decla- 
rations of War againft one another, they 
Preferve the Dignity and Independency of 
their Charaéters, and give Commiffion to 
their Subjefts to Deftroy and make Plunder 
of the Subjefts of fuch a Prince, but not 
the Prince himfelf. Which fhews, That by 
Diftrefing him, they only mean to bring 
him to Reafon, but pretend not any Au-. 
thority over him. As the Emperor now 
nor ‘any other of the Confederats Pretend 
any Authority over the French King, but 
own him a Free and Independent Monarch. 


(3.) And Princes even-when at War, do 
noi Revile or give Ji Names to one another. 
Jt wou’d be a Proftitution of their own 
Charatter. Far lefs ought other Men to 
make Bold with the Perfons of Princes, and 
Treat them in fuch Vile manner as the 


Objervator and other Republicans have done, | > 


not {paring the Emperor himfelf, when in 
Alliance with uss This Argues fuch Men 
Brutal. And proceeds from their In-nate 
Hatred to Atonarchy, and to all Kings or 
Queens. Whom they Treat not with fo 
much Regard as St. Adchael did the Devil. 
Buc they Defpife Domsnion, and fpeak Evil 
of Dignities, things which they Kzow not. 
But what they know Naturally as Brate 
Beafts, in thofe things they Corrupe themfelves. 


(4:) Country-m.°The Obfervater fays, That 
Chriftian Princes have the Law of God,. and 
of thé Coxntry tor their Fudge, he fhou’d 
have faid their Rale. But when you Quote 
the Holy Scriptures againft himy he calls it 
Pawwawing, and going to the Devil for 
Help. And he cannot Deny that the ftand- 
ing, Law of England Barrs all Coercion upon 
che Crown, Or upon the Perfons of our Kings 
or Oneens. Yet he will ftill be Arguing , 
and {till Appeals to wehat makes Directly 
again{ft him! 


(5-) But he fays, Fhat you make all 
Dominion to be founded in Conqueft. And 
Runs Diviftons upon that. 

Rehearf. He either Underftands not, or 
will not Underftand. I never faid any fuch 
thing. But on the contrary, That Congueft 
gives no Title. If Conqueft continues fo 
tong that all the Right Heirs are Dead or 
not Known, the Poffeffor has the Right, not 
by his or his Predeceflors Conquef?, but by 
the Removal of them who had a Better 
Right than the Conqueror. As the Poffeffor 
ot any thing, of an Effate, an Houfe, Hor/e, 
or whatever elfe, has certainly a Right to 
it, if ther ts none in the World has any 
better Right to it, that is, ther is none 
in the World has any Right to it at all but 
himfelf; And then furely he has the whole 
Right toit. Or elfefther is no Right upon Earth, 


(6.) Country-m. But Mafter, he wou'd have 
us lay afide our Bibles, and all Antiquity, in 
Searching after our Conftitution, And bids 
his Country-Men look only into the Prefent 
Aébs ot Settlement, and take that for our Con/fi-

This is a Grofs Reftettion uport 
our AG of Settloment, as if it were pot 
Agreeable to our former Conffitution ang 
our Lams, or to the Law of .God. Wh 
elfe are we forbid: to look into thefe? | 
fuppofe the Objervator -will fay, it is only 
to fave Pains, and for Brevity fake | 

But let us look into the AG of Settle. 
ment, and fee what we can find there for 
the Objervator’s Purpofe. There we find 
Hereditary Monarchy, which is the Averfion 
of the Objervator. And no more by Eleition 


bof the People, which is his Delight. And 


the Extail of the Crewn to the nearelt Pro. 


teftane Heir of the Royal Family of the 


Stwarts, againft whom he has vow’d perpe- 
tual War. What is ther in all this for 
his Confolation ? 

Country-m.. There is Limitations, Limitati- 
ons! That Pleafes him. To have the 
CROWN Limited. Then he hopes to come 
in for fome of the Forfeirures in time. 

Rehearf, But are ther any Forfeitures upon 
the Croww in ghat At? And who fhall 
Exatt thefe Forfeitures? Is ther any Clanfe 
for Coercion, if any of the after Heirs fhou’d 
Exceed thefe Limitations? And in whofe 
Hands is that Coercion. Plac’d ? 

It none of tbefe things are in that Ad, 


‘ther our Laws againft Coercion ftand as 


they are. And whoever fhou’d take Arms 
againft any of thefe Heirs, upon whatever 
Pretence of Limitations, wou'd be Adijudg'd 
a Traytor. And the Obfervator ‘might then 
Perhaps have his Commutative Petition 
Granted, which was once {0 Tyrannically 
Refus’d. And when he had lefS to Anfwer 
for then he has now. 

So that he is Hedg’d in by this A# of 
Settlement as much as Ever. And aii his 
Principles Ruin’d. ; 

Country-m. If he had had the Penning of 
that 4é#, he woud have had a Coercion for 
every Limitation. 

Rebear{. But he cannot get a Parliament 
to do fo Foolifh a thing. A King under 
Coercion, is a King and no King. It is a 
Contradiftion in Government... And here is 
the Grievance of the Whiggs, without C- 
ercion all their other Principles fignity no- 
thing. And till they get an AM of Parlia- 
ment for Coercion, they Fight againft the Law 
and Conftitution of England, aS much as as 
gainft the Law of God. And cannot ‘open 
their Moath, without Treafon, againtt God 
and the Kizg.
